ADDING A COUPLE of thou- 
sands for good measure, to our 
eeny-meeny-miny-mo count, the 
best this guesser can figure on for 
October production is not more 
than 110,000 cars and _ trucks. 
That seems a liberal estimate. 
Compared with the same month 
last year—well, there’s no com- 
parison because that total only 
was 51,625. October, 1931, was 
81,582, so you see the month just 
ended was well ahead of that. 
Borrowing an expression from 
our kid days, when swinging in 
our athletic course, it may well 
be said that the industry is 
“letting the old cat die,” so far 
as ’33 production is concerned. 
At least half the factories are 
either shut down now or will be 
this month, getting ready for new 
models;so-one can Lardly expect 
it will be any better than the cor- 
responding month last year, 
which had a count of 61,761.

ONE THING is certain—Octo- 
ber this year will not be the pro- 
duction peak it was in 1919 and 
again in 1925. This comes to 
mind after poking through the 
scrap book and noting that the 
column of July 25 recorded those 
unseasonal peaks, as discovered 
by Ted Allen of the Saturday 
Evening Post. The honor of lead- 
ing the pack as to peak this year 
belongs to June, which recorded 
260,645. 

Still juggling figures, the col- 
umn notes that for the first nine 
months this year the count was 
1,729,453 as against 1,431,494 for 
the entire year of 1932. In the first 
quarter this year we had 368,106; 
second, 677,263 and third, 684,084. 
So the industry is on velvet and 
ought to come mighty close to 
the two-million mark as Old 
Father Time turns the hour glass 
on New Year’s Eve.

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9 Months Passenger Sales 
Exceed ’32 by 100,000 Units 


Detroit, Oct. 30.--Sales of new 
passenger automobiles in the 
United States in the first nine 
months of 1933 exceeded sales in 
all of 1932 by more than 100,000 
units, R. L. Polk & Co. reported 
today in its national weekly mo- 
tor car sales report. Total car 
sales for the first nine months 
were 1,204,664, as against 943,163 
in the same period last year, and 
1,096,345 in all of 1932. 

New motor truck sales in 1933 | 
also passed the 1932 total in Sep- 
tember. The nine months sales 
| total was 183,560, as against 145,- 





343 in the same period last year | 


and 180,332 for all of 1932. 

Polk reported that new passen- 
ger automobile sales in Septem- 
ber totalled 157,976. This was 
92.9 per cent greater than sales 
in September last year, which 
totalled 81,893, and only 11.6 per 
cent behind the 178,661 total of 
sales in August this year. 

September truck sales totalled 
31,281. The total was 109 per cent 
greater than the 14,967 total in 
September last year and 8.6 per 
cent ahead of the 28,807 total in 
August this year.

Mr. Ford contends that his com- | 


pany, in its relations with its em- 
ployes and the public, is more 
liberal than the terms required 
under the approved code of the 
automotive industry. He main- 
tains that this actual compliance 
with the code is sufficient and 
that the signing of a certificate 
of compliance is extraneous. 


The government, on the other 
hand, holds that the Blue Eagle 
emblem is, in a sense, a trade 
mark, which it places upon all 
goods produced by manufacturers 
whose methods and relations with 
other companies and its own em- 
ployes are approved by the gov- 
ernment. It holds that the sign- 
ing of a certificate of compliance 
is as necessary in this case as 
would be the signing of contract 
between two individuals under 
which one was to gain the right 
to use the others patent rights or 
trade mark rights. The fact that 
a company may produce an ar- 
ticle of the same or better ingre- 
dients or of the same or better 
quality would not entitle it to the 
use of the trade mark without a 
signed agreement, the govern- 
ment holds. 


Regardless of what the outcome 
of the present case may be, we 
feel that it only can be good. If 
the law is wrong, we know that 
President Roosevelt would be the 
first to urge its repeal. If Mr. 
Ford is wrong, President Roose- 
velt’s position and that of the 
NRA will be greately strength- 
ened. It will hasten the day 


when people will know whether 
or not the theory of NRA 
sound.

Dodge Fall Boom 
Dispels Fall Gloom 


Detroit, Oct. 31.—The latest of- 
ficial sales tabulation, just re- 
leased by A. vanDerZee, general 
sales manager of Dodge Brothers 
Corp. and discussing Dodge deal- 
ers’ most recent activities, re- 
ports retail deliveries for the 
week ending October 21 as total- 
ing 4,230 new passenger cars and 
trucks. The figure marks a gain 
of nine per cent over sales re- 
corded for the preceding week. 


This sales yield for the week 
ending October 21 brings Dodge 
dealers’ year-to-date deliveries up 
to 154,133 vehicles, a summary 
which, compared to 60,565 retail 
sales made during the correspond- 
ing period of 1932, means a busi- 
ness gain of 154.5 per cent. 


An analysis of the 154,133 sales 
closed by Dodge dealers so far 
this year shows 73,104 deliveries 
of Dodge passenger cars, 61,970 
of Plymouth Sixes, and 19,059 of 
Dodge commercial cars and 
trucks.

Canadian Exports 
Rise in September 


Washington, Oct. 31.—-Septem- 
ber exports of motor vehicles by 
|Canadian companies increased 
37.6 per cent over August and 28.9 
| per cent over September, 1932, 
figures compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce show. Exports 
in September of this year were 
valued at $1,034,854 as contrasted 
with $751,800 and $802,338, respec- 
tively, for the other two months. 

It was a stronger demand for 
passenger vehicles that resulted in 
the striking increase over August 
export performance, the num- 
ber of units gaining from 1,233 
valued at $493,004 to 1,726 valued 
at $680,181. Trucks exported de- 
creased in the number of units 
from 481 to 461, but the dollar 
value of shipments abroad gained 
from $160,764 to $170,747. 

An increase of approximately 
seventy per cent in exports dur- 
ing the nine-month period was 
recorded as compared with last 
year, the contrasting figures being 
$6,842,224 for this year and $4,- 
174,408 in 1932.

“No less than sixteen states use 
book values and appraisals 
determining personal property 
taxes on the automobile, while in 
some states values are used as 
the basis for levying registration 
fees. In view of this practice, it 
is highly important that tax as- 
sessors take into consideration

the difference between the old 
and new methods of valuation,” 
the statement says. 

“By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can tax authorities support 
the contention, already advanced 
by some, that the value of used 
cars has advanced along with the 
price of many commodities. Per- 
sonal property taxes on used cars, 
if anything, should be reduced.”
